New  Ideas  Are  Tried 


Oakwood  has  been  a  place  of  changes  in  order  to  keep 
pace  with  the  fast  moving  world  of  education.  In  the 
past  year  a  new  wing  has  been  added,  consisting  of  new 
rooms  for  the  band,  choir,  art  department,  and  several 
others  for  academic  subjects.  The  library  has  been  re¬ 
modeled,  and  many  of  the  classrooms  have  been  carpeted. 

This  year  marked  the  beginning  of  the  administration 
of  a  new  superintendent,  Dr.  William  McPhee.  There 
were  also  twelve  teachers  and  seven  student  teachers  added 


to  Oakwood’s  faculty. 

Each  month  each  department  met  to  discuss  plans  and 
policies  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month.

Diary  of  Anne  Frank 
Relives  Horrors  of  War 


Terror,  grief,  siren  screams  in  the  middle  of  the 
night,  explosions,  and  undercover  agents  were  nightmares 
of  World  War  II.  The  all-school  drama,  The  Diary  of 
Anne  frank,  relived  for  Oakwood  audiences  the  horrors 
of  war  for  the  Jewish  family.  Presented  March  20  and  21 
in  the  school  auditorium,  the  play  was  an  adaption  from 
a  true  story  entitled  Anne  frank,  Diary  of  a  Young  Girl.
